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Final funding means Cutty Sark could be restored in time for 2012 Games 


THE final part of a £46m 
funding package for the 
restoration of the Cutty 
Sark has been secured. 

The government is providing 
£3m to finish the project with a 
further £3m coming from 
Greenwich Council along with 
additional pledges from the 
Greater London Authority and 


other funders. The aim is to 
complete the restoration of the 
world’s last remaining tea 
clipper in time for the London 
2012 Olympic Games. 

The project has the potential 
to generate between £8.2 million 
and £9.4 million for the local 
economy as well as providing 
free visits for schools and 


concessions for residents who 
are Greenwich Card holders. 

Corporate hospitality and 
business facilities will also be 
available for free to the council 
and community groups. 

Council leader Chris Roberts 
said: “We are tremendously 
proud of our heritage, of which 
the Cutty Sark is an iconic 


symbol. After the fire it was clear 
that our sense of place was 
shared by people across the 
world. We are proud to play our 
part in conserving the ship for 
generations to come. 

“I would also like to pay a 
personal tribute to the late 
chairman, Maurice de Rohan 
OAM, who was such an 


inspiration to everyone involved 
in this project.” 

Maldwin Drummond, interim 
chairman of Cutty Sark Trust, 
said: “My trustees and I are 
hugely moved by the enormous 
generosity displayed by so many 
to ensure that this ship is 
preserved for future 
generations.”

Diamonds that are not forever 


IT’S Valentine’s Day on 
Sunday (February 14) but 
don’t let heartless conmen 
spoil the romantic surprise 
for your loved one. 

Fake jewellery is doing the 
rounds in Greenwich. So if 
you are planning to buy a 
sparkling present for that 
special person, you need to 
be on your guard to stop it 
all ending in tears. 
Greenwich Council trading 


standard officers know of at 
least one ring sold as 18- 
carat yellow gold with a 
round-cut diamond, when in 
fact it was gold-plated with a 
man-made “diamond”. 

They are telling people what 
to look for to avoid buying 
jewellery that turns out to be 
expensive junk. And the 
No.l rule is that if it sounds 
too good to be true, then it 
almost certainly is. A real 


diamond ring costing £1000 
from a high street jeweller is 
unlikely to cost just £50 in 
an online auction. 

Jewellery plated with gold, 
silver, platinum or 
palladium has to be 
described as plated. It can 
look just the same as the real 
thing, and you could end up 
paying over the odds. And 
check that stones described 
as diamonds are genuine - if 


they are man-made, they 
must be described as 
synthetic diamonds, man- 
made diamonds, or lab- 
created diamonds. 

By law, all sellers of precious 
metal jewellery must display 
a hallmarking notice on 
their premises.

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Paid work 
experience 
helps young 
people to 
find jobs

A UNIQUE programme 
to give extra, 
practical help and 
support to young 
people who may be 
struggling to enter 
the jobs market is 
going from strength to^ 
strength. 

Greenwich Council is 
the only local authority in 
the country to run the 
twice-yearly scheme - 
called ‘Winter Plus’ and 
‘Summer Plus’. 

Up to 48 participants are 
initially offered a 
fortnight's induction from 
the council after an 
interview. They then get 
up to three months’ paid 
work experience, plus the 
costs of their travel 
expenses. 

Zak Daud, 19, from 
Woolwich, came to 
London from Somalia six 
years ago. “I needed some 
help to develop," he told 
GT. After a gap year, he 
went on to the Shooters 
Hill G-plus college, ending 
up with a BTec, also in IT. 

“I've learned a lot with 
Winter Plus' - working as 
a team, as well as respect,” 
said Zak. who has been 
working in the joinery 
unit at the council’s 
Birchmere depot. I knew 
absolutely nothing about 
carpentry. They started 
me off doing door-frames, 
and I’ve been helping to 
put on the fire-protection 
strips. I've liked it.”

Marriott said: “You only 
need to tell Zak something 
once and he does it! He's 
very helpful, he’s also 
worked in our paint shop 
next door, and he always 
gets here early.” 

Tricia Palmer, 19, from 
Woolwich, was welcomed 
on placement at Gallions 
Housing Association in 
Thamesmead. Planning 
and performance officer 
Lizzy Stanley said: “I was 
looking for someone to 
help me and Tricia had 
experience with access 
databases before. She’s 
also a fast learner.” 

Tricia said: “Winter Plus 
has helped me grow up. 
When I got my first wages, 
I got all excited. That's 
when it hits home that 
you've actually achieved 
something - and that you 


must knuckle down.” 

Wheelie-bin loader 
Simon Morris, 18, from 
Plumstead, has been 
working shifts alongside 
the other 180 Greenwich 
Council waste-loaders. He 
said: “There are three 
loaders and a driver and 
we go all over Greenwich. 
It’s a very good job, I’d 
really like to get into it. 
Everyone's very friendly 
and it keeps you healthy. 
My mum is also very 
happy!”

S CARF-woggles and broad- 
brimmed hats have given 
way to scrunchies, polo- 
shirts and caps - and 
you’ll see them all if you 
visit Woolwich District’s 
exhibition of girlguiding down 
the ages at Greenwich Heritage 
Centre on the old Royal Arsenal 
site. 

It’s the 100th birthday of the 
guide-movement this year and 
different generations 
throughout Woolwich, 
Plumstead, Abbey Wood and 
Thamesmead have provided 
enough uniforms, artefacts, 
photographs, books, certificates 
and pictures to fill the room. 
There’s also a quiz for children 
to do as you’re going round, 
devised by 2nd Abbey Wood 
Brownie-leaders Gemma 
O’Sullivan and Tracy Mitchell 
whose group meets on Mondays 
at the Methodist church in 
McLeod Road. 

Gemma told us: “The quiz was 
the Brownies’ idea to give 


young people something 
interactive to do. Put your 
answers in the box, and there’ll 
be a prize.” 

The exhibition, backed by a 
small donation from the 
Woolwich computer firm, Data 
Techniques, runs until March 
20 and is part of Girlguiding 
UK’s Centenary celebrations. 
Girlguiding UK is organising 
more than 100 major centenary 
events up until this October. 

It all started during a boy 
scouts’ rally at Crystal Palace 
in September 1909, when a 
group of courageous girls 
approached Lord Baden-Powell 
to ask for ‘something like the 
scouts’, which had been set up a 
couple of years earlier. 

The guiding movement now has 
over 10 million members 
worldwide and over 500,000 in 
the UK. 

Scores of members across the 
district have made ‘tile boards’, 
drawing or writing what they 
like about their hobby to

display at the Woolwich 
exhibition. 

Woolwich District 
Commissioner Sandra Mapp 
told GT: “Our history is 
important and to be able to put 
on an exhibition in our 
centenary year is a fantastic 
achievement.” 

She added: “This is a great 
opportunity to show the 
community how Girlguiding is 
a 21st century organisation - 
and how we will continue to 
grow with their support.” 
County Commissioner Kim 
Whitmore said: “We’re proud of 
the fact that one in four eight- 
year-olds in London is a 
Brownie.” 

Kim, who joined the 3rd 
Plumstead Common group at 
the age of seven, has fond 
memories of the movement’s 
75th birthday celebrations. “I 
turned 18 that year and I got my 
warrant card to be a leader on 
my birthday,” she told us. 

She added: “Everyone, 
especially Sandra Mapp, has 
worked really hard to get this 


exhibition together. We’ve 
traded our memories and 
looked at what we’ve been able 
to achieve down the years.” 
Tiaylor, aged nine, also from the 
3rd Plumstead Common group, 
told us: “Brownies is a fun place 
to be. I think everyone should 
come on down.” 

Anna, also nine, from the 7th 
Plumstead Commons, added: “I 
joined the day after my seventh 
birthday. I couldn’t wait to 
start.”

Paul Field took up his post 
in horticulture in September 
last year along with Natalie 
Seboa who has been working 
with the council’s finance 
department. 

The pair are among 125 
young people who have 
served apprenticeships with 
the council in the last decade 
- and the first apprentices 
recruited as part of a new 
council drive to tackle youth 
unemployment in the 
borough. 

This month 21 customer 
care and business admin 
apprentices will start work 
with the council and the 
borough is set to provide 
around 60 apprenticeships 
over the next four years. 

The apprenticeships are 
available to Greenwich 
residents aged 16-24 with no 
or few qualifications and 
offer young people a chance 
to train for a job as they earn 
a wage. 

Training can run for a 
maximum of 18 months and 
apprentices have taken up 
roles in finance, 

administration and customer 
service across the council. 

The posts include one day a 
week training with training 


provider Skills for Growth 
and the rest of the week 
working alongside council 
staff. 

Twenty-year-old Natalie 
found out about the 
apprenticeship scheme 
through an advert in GT. 

The former pupil of Crown 
Woods school in Eltham 
currently works with staff in 
the council’s Integrated 
Youth Services team and also 
attends Greenwich 

Community College where 
she’s working on achieving 
finance qualifications. 

She said: “I was really 
happy when I was chosen for 
the job, it’s a great 
opportunity for me that has 


expanded my future 
prospects.” 

Natalie’s line manager 
Noshaba Meer said: “Natalie, 
has been a great addition to 
our team and is a 
hardworking and 

enthusiastic individual. 

“The apprenticeship 

scheme has been a great 
success for the department.” 

Cllr Peter Brooks, 
Greenwich Council’s deputy 
leader, said: “Our successful 
apprenticeship scheme has 
given young residents the 
chance to ‘earn and learn’ 
across a wide range of jobs. 

“It’s vital to the future 
prosperity of our borough 
that we play our part in 


helping young people develop 
their skills and careers. 

“The increase in council 
apprentices is part of a 
coordinated response to high 
levels of youth 

unemployment and the 
recession and we are working 
closely with other public 
and private sector 
organisations to develop the 
number apprenticeships 
available across the 
borough.”

COUNCIL planners have 
given the go ahead for a 
new hotel that will help 
to put up visitors to the 
London 2012 Olympic 
Games and historical 
attractions in Greenwich. 

The seven-storey 90- 
room hotel would be 
built as part of the Deals 
Gateway development off 
Blackheath Road, 
Deptford. 

The hotel and 
restaurant is planned 
along with 83 flats, 20 
business units and 
further space for offices 
and shops. 

Planning Board 
members approved the 
scheme at a January 28 
meeting and are now 
waiting for feedback 
from the Mayor of 
London. The plan has 


been referred to the 
Mayor because it forms 
the final phase of a much 
larger development 
stretching from the 
borders of Greenwich to 
Lewisham. 

The site is one of a 
number of former 
industrial sites on the 
western edge of the 
borough that are being 
brought back to life with 
new development 
supported by Greenwich 


Council. 

The proposed hotel 
which will face 
Greenwich Magistrates 
Court will add an 
additional 90 rooms to 
150 that will be available 
in February next year 
with the opening of a 
Premier Inn in nearby 
Greenwich High Road. 

Consent for a 97-room 
Travelodge in Greenwich 
High Road has already 
been given providing a 


total of 337 extra rooms 
in the area. 

The council aims to 
create an extra 500 hotel 
rooms in the borough in 
the run up to 2012 and 
the new accommodation 
means more than half 
the target would have 
been met. 

Cllr Peter Brooks, 
Greenwich Council’s 
deputy leader, said: 
“Research shows that 
when people come and 
stay their local spend 
goes up three or four 
times so the creation of 
new accommodation, 
particularly in areas of 
high profile attractions, 
is vital to boosting the 
local economy and 
increasing the number 
and variety of jobs 
available locally.”

Road, Greenwich, where anyone 
who calls in is given a warm 
welcome. 

Five months into the job, Naomi 
is looking to further increase 
support for organisations. GAVS 
has worked with over 200 groups 
and is in contact with just over 
300 - but twice as many more are 
“out there” who could maybe use 
some support. 

“We are here to help groups 
improve so that they can provide 
better services, and to help them 


have a ‘voice’ so they can 
represent themselves fully to all 
the key agencies,” she told us. 

GAVS has a total annual income 
of £461,000 including £142,000 
from the Big lottery and £123,000 
from Greenwich Council. 

Naomi said: “It shows they 
recognise our importance - and 
we want to continue working 
with Greenwich Council, 
increase awareness that we're 
around and get more people to 
use our expertise."

GAVS’ support to groups might 
include helping to write a 
constitution, set up a board or a 
management committee, looking 
at staffing levels, policies and 
procedures, health and safety, 
giving fund-raising tips. 

GAVS can also help with an 
action plan, and, every two to 
three months, specific groups are 
invited to networking, discussion 
and advice forums. There’s a 
forum for the health and 
wellbeing organisations, one for 
groups who support children and 
young people, a third for groups 
working with black and minority 
ethnic communities, another for 
voluntary sector leaders and the 
voluntary sector treasurers’ 
forum is just starting up 

Naomi said: “The idea is for 
people to work together - and to 


learn from each other. I have 
worked in five other London 
boroughs and Greenwich is 
probably one of the most vibrant 
in terms of its voluntary sector. 
There's a real desire and 
commitment to respond to NEED 
within the community.” 

She has fond memories of her 
time in the Far East. “I even 
learned a little Vietnamese - 
which is said to be the hardest in 
the world apart from Tibetan.” 

And she enjoys going to the 
Vietnamese cafe when she’s in 
Woolwich. “Their coffee-bean is 
different out there. So their coffee 
is very choclatey. Their iced 
coffee is made with condensed 
milk with coffee on top. There's 
also a Vietnamese sandwich - 
which I used to be able to buy on 
the street when I was out there. 
It's a warm baguette filled with 
pate and crunchy veg with 
dressing.” 

On Friday February 26, GAVS is 
holding an ‘Are you Legal?’ event 
at The Forum @ Greenwich 
where there’ll be stalls and 
workshops on topics like 
employment, insurance, and 
charity law.

ESTATE wardens 
started work last 
autumn as part of a 
Greenwich Council 
scheme to recruit and 
employ 250 local 
jobless people, using 
Government funding. 
The idea was to use 
them to help make 
Greenwich cleaner, 
greener and safer. 
Many of the new 
recruits were from 
areas that suffer high 
levels of 

unemployment, such 
as the Glyndon, 
Woolwich Common and 
Middle Park estates. 

As well as estate 
wardens, there are 
also environment 
workers who patrol 
town centres, tackling 
tasks such as tidying 
up open spaces, 
cutting back shrubs 
and removing graffiti. 
They all provide a 
visible and reassuring 
presence for residents, 
shoppers and 
businesses, and 
enforce the rules on 
litter, fly-posting, 
unauthorised trading 
and truanting. DICK 
TOWMSEND-SMITH 
joined a team on patrol 
in the Eltham area. . .

A bandoned cars, dumped 
rubbish, dog fouling and 
graffiti. Dealing with these 
environment issues and 
helping to improve residents’ 
quality of life are all in a day’s 
work for Greenwich’s estate wardens, 
the recently-formed teams who act as 
the community’s eyes and ears on the 
borough’s council estates. 

“They also call on vulnerable 
residents, and give them reassurance.” 

Eltham’s estate warden supervisor is 
Tony Cook, who lives in Eltham and is 
called ‘Papa Smurf’ by his colleagues 
because they say he looks after people. 

“One day we were checking on some 
fly-tipping,” he said. “I saw what 
looked like the Queen’s head on a 
banknote poking out of a bag. It was - 
and we discovered £1, 000-worth of 


counterfeit money that had been 
dumped. Our guys are trained to 
observe - they are professional 
witnesses to what is going on.” 

Tony’s deputy is Harry Davis, who 
began the job in October. He was taken 
on after being unemployed for 18 
months after his job as a “white goods” 
engineer ended. 

“One of our jobs was to go and help 
people in a tower block when a fuse 
blew during the evening and the 
electricity went off,” he said. “We 
handed out torches to residents, and 
reassured them that repairs were 
taking place.” 

The youngest member of the team is 
Tashshana Panton - known as Tash - 
who is just 19, and was on patrol with 
new recruit Paul Morris. “I’ve been 
doing the job since October and joined 


after I read about it in a leaflet that 
came through the door,” said Tash, 
from Lee. “I had done health and social 
care at college, and I 
just wanted to get a 1 
good job so I could 1 
provide properly for 1 
my 20-month-old son. 1

of the estate wardens. “They are very 
easy to spot because of their hi-vis 
jackets, and people have heard about 
them by word of mouth,” she said. 

“They keep an eye on the 
estates and any 
particular hotspots. 
But they are not 
just there to deal 
with trouble - 
they also help 
people, such as 
when they handed 
out bottled water on 
one estate when the 
water supply failed. 

“People have said 
that they think the 
estate warden idea 
is a positive move 


by the council and something that was 
really needed.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services told GT: “I’m 
very pleased with how the estate 
wardens scheme is progressing and the 
feedback we have received. They are 
providing a day-to-day visible, re- 
assuring presence that residents have 
told us is a priority on their estates. 

“They help increase neighbourhood 
confidence and reduce the fear of 
crime. That in turn is improving 
community relations and helps the 
council share intelligence with 
residents and the police.”

A bag that could have got 
into the wrong hands 


A DRAMATIC example of 
the genuine value that 
estate wardens have to the 
community happened live, 
just as GT was patrolling 
with them in Eltham. 
Warden Kevin Eaton, 
working with colleague Ben 
Carter on his first day, came 
across a nurse’s medical bag 
that had been dumped on 
the pavement in Carnbrook 


Road on the Upper Brook 
estate. 

Its contents - possibly stolen 
from a parked car - included 
hypodermic syringes and 
needles, medication and 
personal paperwork. 

“We rang in to report what 
we had found,” said Kevin. 
“We were advised not to 
touch anything because 
‘sharps’ need special 


handling for safety reasons. 
So we arranged for someone 
specially trained to come 
out and deal with it while 
we waited.” 

It was a lucky find. The 
team realised that children 
living nearby could easily 
have found the bag instead, 
and innocently started 
playing with its dangerous 
contents.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

I HAD the privilege of witnessing a 
preview of James Graham’s Huck, 
performed by the Fresh Glory Theatre 
Company at St Vincent’s Community 
Centre in Brixton last week.
